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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To improve deterioration of electric characteristics at 
the time of 

burying and to suppress generation of a partial discharge by molding 
a zero- 
phase current transformer in which a secondary winding is provided on 



periphery of a ringlike core in synthetic resin, and further 
providing a case 

on the outer periphery of the winding. 

CONSTITUTION: A zero-phase current transformer has a buffer 
material 29 

having elasticity such as a rubber tape, a foamed tape, etc., is 

provided on an 



a 
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outer periphery of a secondary winding 25. Further, an outer case 30 
is 

provided on the periphery of the material 29, and an outer layer tape 
31 made 

of, for example, polyester is provided on its exterior. Thus, 
distortion at 

the winding or a shielding layer can be eliminated from a molded form 
of 

synthetic resin to be formed at its outside. As a result, a 
variation in a 

secondary voltage, a residual current or voltage characteristic 
becomes 

extremely small, and electric characteristics can be improved. 
Further, a 

material having conductivity or semiconduct ivity is grounded at the 
outside of 

the case thereby to suppress generation of a partial discharge 

occurring in the 

transformer can be suppressed. 
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
